CANADA JOINING 
IN FIRST EFFORTS 


Under Secretary, in To- 
ronto Speech, Stresses 
Economic Problems to 
Solve in Search for 
Freedom From Want. 


TORONTO, Ont., Feb. 26 (AP).— 
The United States has décided to 
press for United Nations confer- 
ences on common aims now, with- 
out waiting for the end of the war, 
and “intends at once” to open pre- 
liminary talks with its Allies in 
preparation for such conferences. 


Under Secretary of State Sum- 
ner Welles made this announce- 
ment here today in a speech before 
the University of Toronto, which 
conferred on him the honorary de- 
gree of Doctor of Laws. 

Welles, who a fortnight ago 
warned that “unmitigated havoc” 
might result from failure of the 
United Nations to agree on basic 
problems before the war ends, re- 
peated that “searching for solu- 
tions” through frank exchange of 
views was urgently necessary. 


For Economic Studies. 


He urged particularly that the 
United Nations set up without fur- 
ther delay “machinery for the 
purpose of assembling and study- 
ing all international aspects of 
problems under the general head- 
ing of freedom from want.” 

“If all aspects of an economic 
problem were explored, it would be- 
come apparent that the basic in- 
terests of all countries are largely 
common interests, that each coun- 
try’s economic problems are related 
to, and inseparable from, those of 
the others,” he said, adding: 

“Failing to begin such organized 
study and discussion now, there is 
danger that divergent views and 
policies may become crystallized, 
to the detriment of the common 
war effort, and to the detriment of 
efforts to bring about a peace that 
will be more than a brief and un- 
easy interlude before another even 
more horrible and more destruc- 
tive war devastates and depopu- 
lates the world. 

‘Already Overdue. 

“My Government believes that 
the initiation of such studies is al- 
ready overdue. If we do not make 
a start now, there is danger that 
we shall be brought together to 
make the peace with as many plans 
as there are governments, 

“I am glad to say that my gov- 
ernment intends at once to under- 
take discussions with other mem- 
bers of the United Nations... .” 

Canada and the United States 
already have agreed, Welles pointed 
out, “to do something concrete 
about our declaration of aims by 
discussing soon with other United 
Nations how we two and other like- 
minded nations can agree upon a 
program to carry out these aims.” 

Collaboration between Canada 
and the United States, he said, har 
been facilitated by the fact that

Public Loan Corporation’s big 
brother in New York, the General 
Public Loan Corporation, with an 
interest rate lower than that en- 
joyed by its Missouri relative, man- 
ages to net 10 times as much profit 
on every dollar it lends out, it is 
shown in reports of these two sub- 


sidiaries of American Investment 
Co, to the respective state authori- 
ties charged with eir super- 
vision, 

General Public Loan operates un- 

der a law which limits interest to 
2 per cent a month on loans of 
$100 or more, and 2% per cent a 
month on loans of less than $100. 
Public Loan, under Missouri law, 
charges 2% per cent a month on 
loans of $100 or more, and 3 per 
cent a month on loans of less than 
$100. 
Public Loan reported for 1941 
net profits of $13,067 on loans to- 
taling $4,167,908. General Public 
Loan, for the same year, made 
$261,467 on loans which totaled $8,- 
845,000, 

Both are subsidiaries of the 
American Investment Co., headed 
by Donald L. Barnes, who also 
owns the St. Louis Browns, Execu- 
tive vice-president of American In- 
vestment and its subsidiaries is Da- 
vid B. Lichtenstein, head of thé 
small-loan lobby at the Legislature 
which has been resisting pending 
proposals to cut the present Mis- 
souri rates on the ground that 
small-loan companies aren’t mak- 
ing much money as-things are. 

Legislative Inquiry. 

The operations of the American 
Investment Co. and its subsidiaries 
are to be the subject of investiga- 
tion next week by a legislative 
committee as a result of the long 
struggle waged by Representative 
Raymond J. Lahey of St. Louis in 
behalf of his bill to halve the 
present interest rates. Another 
bill, introduced after Lahey began 
to get somewhere with his fight, 
would cut the rates to the New 
York level.. 

In Missouri, small-loan compa- 
nies got aléng on a flat rate of 
2% per cent a month for 10 years 
prior to 1939 when the small loan 
lobby won an increase to 3 per cent 
on the loans of less than $100. Gov. 
Lloyd C. Stark signed the bill, be- 
cause it included a provision which 
outlawed salary-buying, but said 
he objected to the increased inter- 
est rate because the small-loan 
companies had been making sub- 
stantial profits at the 2% per cent 
rate. 

The next year American Invest- 
ment, prospering as never before, 
increased the cash dividends on 
its common stock by 44 per cent 


War Industry, 
Exceeds Supply. 


ESTIMATES GIVEN 
BY M’NUTT, NELSON 


Subcommittee Told That 


Services May Have to 
Lower Standards 
Raise Age Limit. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (AP).— 
Adding together the man power 
estimated to be needed by the 
military, war incustry and agri- 
culture, members of a Senate ap- 
propriations sub-committee re- 
ported after a conference with 
Government officials today that 
the nation’s “personnel bank ac- 
count” appears overdrawn by 
“several million men,” 

After a long closed session with 


War Production Board Chairman 
Donald M. Nelson and War Man 
Power Chief Paul V. McNutt, 
Chairman Bankhead (Dem.) Ala- 
bama, of the Senate group said 
their 1943 programs for supplies 
and armed forces “simply failed 
to jibe” with the amount of man 
power available. 

The committee, which already 
has produced testimony that the 
growing military forces may soon 
have to lower their physical qual- 
ifications or raise the 38-year-old 
age limit, announced that Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wickard would 
be called Monday in an effort to 
clarify what were termed conflict- 
ing figures. 

Bankhead asserted that both 
McNutt and Nelson adhered; to 
their production and man power 
calculations. 

“But,” he added, “their programs 
call for approximately eight mil- 
lion more men than in 1942 and 
there is no explanation thus far 
where that amount of man power 
is to be obtained.” 


Testimony Disclosed. 


Before the conference with Nel- 
son and McNutt was held, the com- 
mittee made public the testimony 
of recent witnesses, including high 
military officials. These state- 
ments disclosed that: 

The Army contemplitaes an air 
force equa] to the entire aerial 
strength of the Axis by the end of 
1943; 

A total overseas force of 4,750,- 
000 men is scheduled by the end 
of 1944; 

The source of single men not in 
essential occupation or otherwise 
deferred or exempt will be ex- 
hausted by the end of this month; 

The Axis likely will retain a su- 
periority next year in ground 
forces despite the growth in the 
American armed services; 

Germany’s armed forces are esti- 
mated at 9,835,000, or 10.9 per cent 
of the population, plus 1,350,000 
military auxiliaries. 

And the Axis, including Japan, 
is reported to have about 900 air- 
craft squadrons of about 25 fight- 
ing planes and eight bombers in a 
squadron.

Hershey on 88-Year Limit. 


Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, 
Selective Service Director, told the

MOSCOW, Feb. 26 (AP).—Clos-

Caucasus Garrison Wiped ut. 

The noon communique said the 
entire Nazi garrison wiped out 
at Angelinskaya and that hundreds 
of enemy dead were left in the 
streets of Staronizhe-Steblievskaya 
after an all-night battle, The early 
communique had announced the 
capture of Mingrelskaya, where the 
Russians said their troops exter- 
minated most of the garrison and 
then fought off German units west 
of the town.

Rommel’s Forces Falling 
Back Toward Gafsa — 
8th Army Reported in

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Feb. 26 (AP).— 
Allied troops, pushing their coun+ 
teroffensive in Central Tunisia, 
have recaptured Kasserine Gap 
and the high ground on both 
sides and, following up Marshal 
Erwin Rommel’s withdrawal, also 
have advanced 10 to 15 miles in 
the Sbiba area, an Allied head- 
quarters communique announced 
today. 


The Germans, defeated in their 
offensive which had carried them 
66 miles from Faid pass almost to 
the Algerian border, were falling 
back toward Gafsa as Gen. Sir 
Harold Alexander’s Britons and 
Americans seized.the initiative. 
Gafsa is 75 miles southeast of 
the farthest point reached by Rom- 
mel’s armored colu@ins, which had 
surged to within three of Thala: 
American doughboys and British 
Tommies drove up the mountains 
on each side of Kasserine pass 
yesterday afternoon. and pushed 
the Germans into the flat plateau 
beyond while American and Brit- 
ish tanks roared through the gap 
on the heels of the Axis troops. 


Threat to Sbeitla, 


At the same time British forces 
to the northeast bore down on the 
flank from the Sbiba mountain 
area and advanced 10 to 15 miles 
to within nine miles of Sbeitla. 
Here too the Germans were in 
flight. 

Sbiba is 33 miles northeast of 
Kasserine and 30 miles north of 
Sbeitla, one of the towns through 
which Rommel passed on his way 
from Faid pass toward Kasserine, 

At the same time, the communl- 
que said Allied forces made a 
successful raid farther to the 
northeast in the Bou Arada area, 
capturing prisoners and inflicting 
casualties. 


Ousseltia Valley Action, 


French headquarters announced 
that the Germans had been beaten 
back west of Ousseltia with “sert- 
ous losses” when they tried toe 
launch an attack, Prisoners were 
taken. The French earlier had 
advanced up the valley, clearing 
out several pockets of Italians.

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ENEMY SUPPLIES 


Battlefields of Tunisia 


AND TROOPS STILL 
MOVING TO AFRICA 
IN STEADY STREAM 


Convoys and Air Trans- 


ports Spotted Regularly 
—Axis Withdrawal in 
Kasserine Area Puz- 
zling.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Feb. 26 (AP).— 
The enemy still is getting large 
numbers of troops and supplies 
into Tunisia and any idea that he 
is going to fold up easily after this 
Kasserine episode is inconceiva- 
ble. 

An American pilot who flew in 
a fighter escort for an American 
bombing force over the Sicilian 
straits a few days ago told me he 
had seen large enemy convoys 
steaming toward Tunisia, and 
near Bizerte he saw 40 large Ger- 
man troop transport planes land- 
ing. 

He added that this was not an 
uncommon sight on their flights 
over that supply route. 

Nazi Withdrawal a Surprise. 

The Allies are breathing easier 
in North Africa now with the 
Axis withdrawn from Kasserine 
Gap, but it is a puzzling game the 
enemy is playing. 

This narrow gap with steep, 
granite hills rising 4000 to 5000 
feet on either side is the key to 
the Southern Tunisian front and 
the German withdrawal from this 
ground comes almost as much a 
surprise as was the sudden loss of 
the pass by Americans last Sat- 
urday. 

The enemy seems to have gam- 
bled on pushing his initial tank at- 
tack far enough west from Kasser- 
ine Gap to enable him to consoli- 
date infantry and artillery posi- 
tions in the line of hills stretching 
from the Lepte plains north to the 
Ousseltia valley. By holding these 
hill positions the enemy might then 
have withdrawn his armored 
strength to meet the expected at- 
tack by the British Eighth Army 
from the Mareth line area. 

Now it looks as if the enemy’s 
gamble to gain the hills and pro- 
tect his western flank for the in- 
evitable battle with the Eighth 
Army has failed. Possibly the 
Eighth Army advance is more im- 
minent than was realized at first 
and the Germans are being forced 
to regroup in battle formation on 
the great plains east of Kasserine 
to the sea. It is there that the 
decisive engagements probably 
will take place. 

Heroic Defense of Thala. 

Nobody here is forgetting the he- 
roic defense British troops have 
put up before Thala, a defense that 
prevented a German breakthrough 
that might have rolled up _ the 
southern front and given the Ger- 
mans everything they were after. 

I was in Thala during some of 
the most critical hours and it was 
nip and tuck as to whether the 
British line would hold, but under 
strong leadership the British tanks, 
infantry and artillery showed again 
their stern qualities of endurance 
and stuck it out. Several times the 
sweating, tired Tommies in the line 
thought themselves they might 
have to withdraw. But they gave 
way a bit only to attack time and 
against against crack German pan- 
zer divisions like the Tenth and 
Twenty-first. 

After their defeat at the Kas- 
serine gap last Saturday when the 
Germans hounded them with artil- 
lery, the Americans have shown 
amazing recuperative power. They 
drew back on the plain west of the 
gap, snapped back into battle for- 
mations and struck eastward again 
to take back lost ground. 

There was a thundering fight on 
the plain with the Germans throw- 
ing in 40 to 60 of the tanks they 
had available in this sector. 

But the Germans could not crack 
this American line any more than 
they could the British line at Thala 
on the northern flank. Out on the 
plain the enemy left himself wide 
open for air attack and although 
the weather was bad, Allied air 
forces kept hammering at him. 

U. 8S. Equipment Losses. 

One thing the enemy has gained 
in this drive is American transport 
equipment. The Americans were 
forced to leave a considerable num- 
ber of vehicles in the Kasserine 
gap area when they withdrew and 
they fell into German hands, 
American tank losses in nearly two 
weeks of fighting were fairly high. 

The Germans must have taken 
some hard knocks, however, and 
their tank losses must have been 
considerable, although they have 
been able to recover a number of 
knocked-out vehicles. The Allied 
armored strength is still potent ‘and 
will certainly be a factor on the 
German flank when the panzers 
are forced to fight the Eighth 
Army. 

The Germans’ principal aims 
have been to destroy as much Al- 
lied armor equipment as possible, 
draw the Allies out of line and 
keep punching here, then there 
without following through. 

They always run into stiff resist- 
ance just when they seem to have 
won the day. 

The Allied North African force 
has had its roughest two weeks of 
fighting and the biggest battles of 
the campaign against practically 
all the tanks the enemy could mus- 
ter in Tunisia. The Germans 
hauled tanks down from the north 
and even threw in a trump card— 
the 62-ton Mark VI Tiger tanks— 
but they gained little ground con- 
sidering the force they had to 
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far beyond Allied armored forces 
had progressed since that time. 

Nor did reports from the front 
indicate how far the Germans 


might fall back before attempting 
to make a stand. 
But it was clear that Rommel 
was suffering heavy casualties un- 
der a day and night hammering 
from nearly every type of bomber 
and fighter in the Allied armory, 
either in the Middle East or 
French North Africa. 
R. A. F. Bisley light bombers 
raided Gafsa and Sbeitla by night, 
exploding ammunition dumps and 
sta: ‘ing fires. 
Hurricane bombers and Amer- 
ican fighters attacked roads in 
the area throughout the day. 
Fighter-bombers attacked motor 
transport and the landing grounds 
at Gabes, while both heavy and 
medium bombers from _ Libya 
blasted Gabes a second time and 
attacked the Mraeth line fortifica- 
tions in the South. 
Flying Fortresses with Lightning 
and Spitfire escorts smashed at 
the docks at Bizerte by daylight 
yesterday. 
Three Allied planes were lost 
and at least three enemy planes 
were shot down in all operations, 
the communique said. 
The fact that the Allies were 
turning fighter-bombers loose on 
Axis transport in both the Gabes 
and Gafsa areas suggested Rom- 
mel was retreating in both areas. 
Eighth Army’s Activity. 
Gen. Sir Bernard L. Montgom- 
ery’s British Eighth Army to the 
south, meanwhile, was reported to 
have penetrated the outer defenses 
of the Mareth line in the first 
phase of a developing pincers 
movement designed to squeeze the 
enemy back onto the coastal plain 
and crush it between the two Al- 
lied armies. 
Allied forces began reaping the 
advantages of geographical posi- 
tion which made the German 
break-through last week possible. 
Fighting to stabilize a line along 
the dorsal ridge from Robaa to be- 
low Tebessa, 90 miles to the south- 
west, Allied troops were forcing 
Rommel to spread his Army thinly 
along a long defense position, 
guarding every pass where British 
and American forces might break 
through to the coast and menace 
the Mareth line from the rear. 
Before Rommel’s break-through 
from the east a week ago which 
carried him nearly to the key town 
of Thala, Allied troops were forced 
to defend each mountain pass over 


the plateau. 


Rommel found their soft spot at 
thinly-held Faid Pass and drove on 
to break through Kasserine Pass, 

Observers believed the heavy Al- 
lied attacks on Rommel’s transport 
and rear positions were but a fore-

Group Says Shortages Af- 
fect Morale and May 
Interfere With Conduct 
of War. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administration 
and Secretary of Agriculture Wick- 
ard were accused by the House 
Small Business Committee today of 
not co-operating to correct condi- 
tions “resulting in the worst black 


market in meats” in the nation’s 
history. 

In a formal report, the commit- 
tee said the OPA and Wickard 
“have not worked in close co-oper- 
ation and have differed on impor- 
tant questions of policy.” 

Asserting that meat shortages 
would adversely affect morale and 
that “substantially continued short- 
ages may actually interfere with 
the conduct of the war,” the com- 
mittee said that it felt justified in 
reaching these conclusions: 

1. “The natural shortage of meat 
for civilian consumption which has 
inevitably resulted from the large 
demands of our armed forces has 
been aggravated by a price 
‘squeeze’ to which the packers have 
been subjected under the wholesale 
ceiling prices established by the 
Office of Price Administration. . . 

2. “The shortage of meat has also 
been aggravated by a quota system 
imposed by the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration under which quotas 
for civilian sales are granted only 
to slaughterers and none are al- 
lowed to other processors. Under 
this quota system the non-slaugh- 
tering processors are dependent for 
supplies upon the willingness of 
slaughterers, in most cases the 
largest packers, to share their re- 
duced civilian quotas with them. 

3. “A continuance of the present 
price ‘squeeze’ on the packers may 
well force as much as one-third or 
more of the packing concerns of 
the country to discontinue opera- 
tions because of heavy losses. 

4. “The ceiling prices established 
by the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration apply on purchases by the 
Government and its armed forces. 
The maintenance by Government 
edict of below-cost prices on prod- 
ucts which the packer must supply 
on compulsory Government orders 
is un-American and cannot be too 
severely condemned.” 

The committee reported to Con- 
gress that it had “made clear to 
the officials concerned that the 
present situation cannot be per- 
mitted to continue and that an im- 
mediate correction of the situation 
is necessary to the public inter- 
est.” 

Price Administrator Prentiss 
Brown reported today that 420 per- 
fons and firms had been prosecut- 
ed within the last three weeks in 
connection with investigations of 
meat regulation violations.

Al- 
lowances to institutions, hotels and 
restaurants will be. based upon the 
number of persons served and the 
amount of food consumed at each 
establishment during last Decem- 
ber. 

Registration of commercial users 
will coincide with the first issu- 
ance of processed foods Monday to 
consumers through point coupons 
contained in the No. 2 books. 

Restrictions on the amounts of 
some 69 canned fruits, vegetables 
and juices that wholesalers may 
distribute to retailers have been 
removed, the Food Distribution Ad- 
ministration of the Department of 
Agriculture announced today. The 
order is immediately’ effective. 
Elimination of a monthly sales 
quota permits wholesalers to re- 
plenish retailers’ stocks before ra- 
tioning begins Monday. Earlier 
controls, . instituted to prevent 
hoarding, now have been obviated 
by the point rationing system.

SOLDIER IN PARROTT 
CASE NOT 10 TESTIFY 


Excused as Witness in Novel- 
ist’s Trial Because of 
Court-Martial. 


MIAMI, Fla., Feb. 26 (AP).—Pvt. 
Michael Neely Bryan was excused 
today from testifying in the trial 
of Novelist Ursula Parrott on 
charges filed against her after she 
spirited him out of an Army 
stockade, 

Bryan took the stand briefly 
while the jury was out of the Fed- 
eral courtroom, and Defense Attor- 


ney Bart A. Riley immediately 
asked that he be granted immu- 
nity. 

Riley said Bryan had appealed 
from a court-martial sentence of 
one year for breaking confinement, 
and that his testimony at Mrs. 
Parrott’s trial might be used 
against him should the court-mar- 
tial be reopened. 

Assistant District Attorney Er- 
nest L. Duhaime objected strenu- 
ously when Bryan asked to be ex- 
cused from answering the first 
question. 

“I’ve never seen a better coached 
witness,” Duhaime shouted. 

United States District Judge 
Johr W. Holland granted the im- 
mun.’ «after hearing brief argu- 
ments. 

Afte: the Government rested its 
case, the defense filed a motion for 
a directed verdict of acquittal on 
the charge of aiding and conceal- 
ing a deserter, contending that the 
soldier, away from the stockade 
24 hours, could be accused only of 
breaking confinement. Riley made 
no immediate motion concerning 
the other charge, that of impairing 
the loyalty and discipline of the 
armed forces. 

Judge Holland did not rule im- 
mediately on the motion.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (AP).— 
The House passed a $6,298,000,000 
deficiency appropriations bill on a 
voice vote today without restoring 
several cuts made by the Appro- 
priations Committee, among them 
sums sought by Secretary of Labor 
Perkins and Manpower Commis- 
sioner McNutt. 

A last-minute drive to put back 
into the bill $1,200,000 as a Federal 
contribution to states for ¢émer- 
gency maternity care for wives 
and children of enlisted men was 
blocked on a parliamentary point 
of order that there is no enabling 
legislation for the appropriations. 

There was no attempt to restore 
the $2,540,000 which McNutt has 
requested to adjust the salaries of 
employes of the United States Em- 
ployment Service, action which he 
has termed vital to the adminis- 
tration of the man power program. 

Nor was there an effort to put 
back into the bill the sum sought 
by the Secretary of Labor to carry 
out the department’s attempt to 
cure absenteeism through improv- 
ing working conditions and pro- 
moting relations between employes 
and employers.

Horse, Dog Meat Unfit for Persons 


May Not Be Pleasing but It Is Nourishing, 
Opponents Argue—One Says Many 
May Be Glad to Eat Some of It.

consumption when in truth it is 
not and it sustains life.” 

The author of the bill, Dr. J. A. 
Gray of Atchison County, said 
there was nothing in the proposed 
law to prevent anyone from 
having a horse, mule or dog meat 
meal if they wanted to, but that 
it would let the public know what 
kind of food they were buying. 

Dr. Gray conceded that people 
had eaten horse and dog meat with- 
out ill effects, and added that they 
had also eaten rattlesnakes, crows 
and owls, but he doubted whether 
such food was good for them. 


Representative Murray Thomp- 
son, Webster County, defended the 
horse meat diet, asserting the Rus- 
sian Army had been living for 
months on it while beating the 
Germans.

Tells of Plans to Speed 
Up Production by 20 or 
25 Pct. Through Better 


Planning. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (AP).— 
Chairman Donald M, Nelson of the 
War Production Board said yester- 
day “we can certainly equip” an 
armed force of 11 million men by 


the end of this year, and told of 
plans to “get an extra 20 to 25 per 
cent” of production through better 
planning of war output. 

Nelson and his executive vice- 
chairman, Charles E. Wilson, told 
a press conference that day-to-day 
work is going on to speed up pro- 
duction, particularly of “component 
parts,” which are valves and other 
gadgets common to different items 
of war production, “Getting the 
materials that are needed to the 
place where they are needed at 
the time they are needed” was Nel- 
son’s summary of the method. 

Irked by Query on Eberstadt. 

When a reporter asked about 
Nelson’s dismissal last week of 


|Ferdinand Eberstadt, Nelson 


brought the press conference to an 
abrupt close. 

Eberstadt was vice-ehairman of 
the WPB, and his views on certain 
production problems were purport- 
ed to have Army and Navy sup- 
port. His departure touched off a 
series of reports that Nelson him- 
self might resign and that the 
armed services were boosting 
Bernard M. Baruch as Nelson's 
successor, 

When a reporter brought up the 
Eberstadt matter, Nelson said: 
“Why bring that up?” 

Thereupen, he slapped the table, 
said “That’s all,” and ended the 
press conference. : 

Objects to Use of “Showdown.” 

Nelson had protested against 
such headlines as “WPB prepares 
for showdown with armed serv- 
ices.” 

Nelson said, “That kind of head- 
lining doesn’t do any good. We 
are not prepared for any show- 
down, we are not preparing for a 
showdown, we never will prepare 
for a showdown. We are only busy 
doing our own jobs.” . 

He added that he had no inten- 
tion of resigning and felt that as a 
holder of a war job he couldn't 
resign even if he wanted to.

The proposal of the Public Serv- 
ice Co. to reduce its bus service

Gen, Joseph T. McNarney, 
deputy chief of staff, who testified 
on the reported strength of the 
Axis Air Force and Germany’s 
Army, told the committee in reply- 
ing to questions on agricultural 
output that he didn’t expect the 
nation would eat as well this year 
as last. 

“And next year,” he added, “we 
may not eat as well as we eat in 
1943.” 

Maj. Gen. I. H. Edwards, assist- 
ant chief of staff, disclosed the 
Army’s upward revision by 200,000 
men over the original estimate of 
an overseas strength of 2,500,000 
by the end of the year. 

While Gen. McNarney said ship- 
ping is the main bottleneck in get- 
ting men overseas and the Army 
“could use” more abroad now, Gen. 
Edwards declared the plans for 
shipping a great overseas force 
were made after a study of the 
shipping situation. 

900 U. 8S. Air Squadrons. 

An Army air force of 900 squad- 
rons to match the Axis, he _ said, 
was projected for this year and 
embgaced a personnel of 2,450,000 
men. This, added to the 900 squad- 
rons of other United Nations,

It 
was a matter of competition, he 
said, but expenses were rising, and 
some of the 2% per cent companies 
might have to go to 3 per cent. 

Rejected at Convention. 

That phase of the committee’s re- 
port which recommended no re- 
duction in small-loan interest rates 
was rejected at the association's 
convention, held in Columbia. The

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STATE HOSPITAL 
REPAIRS URGENT 
COMMITTEE FINDS 


House Investigators’ Un- 
able to Fix Blame Defi- 
nitely After Farming- 
ton Inquiry. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


FARMINGTON, Mo. Feb. 26.— 
The recently erected buildings of 
State Hospital No. 4 are urgently 


in need of repair, especially as to 
leaky walls and faulty heating 
pipe installations in the new hos- 
pital building and the psychiatric 
clinic, a special House committee 
concluded in a meeting last night 
after an inspectiow of the build- 
ings during the day. 

The committee, created to in- 
vestigate deterioration of new 
buildings at all State eleemosynary 
institutions, got a firsthand sample 
insight into what is wrong on its 
first inspection trip but was un- 
able definitely to fix the blame. 

Dr. Emmett F. Hoctor, superin- 
tendent of Hospital No. 4, told 
the committee that R. L. Bowen, 
supervising architect for the State 
Building Commission, had refused 
to permit changes in specifications 
although the contractor, McCarthy 
Bros. Construction Co. of St. Louis, 
had complained the specifications 
did not call for a sufficiently rich 
mixture of the mortar in wall 
construction and the architectural 
firm which drew detailed plans— 
Mauran, Russell, Crowell & Mull- 
gardt of St. Louis—had expressed 
dissatisfaction with rough plans 
drawn by the commission’s staff. 

Where Responsibility Lies. 

Committee Member R. Wilson 
Barrow of Macon County asked 
Dr. Hoctor directly where respon- 
sibility lay. The superintendent 
replied that if the commission's 
technical staff wrote all the speci- 
fications and insisted they be fol- 
lowed, it was responsible. “I think 
you should investigate to see if 
that is true,” he added. 

Questioned by the committee as 
to why the buildings were accept- 
ed by the board of managers of 
State eleemosynary institutions, 
Ira A. Jones of St. Charles, presi- 
dent of the board, said he didn’t 
know, that the acceptance was be- 
fore his term of office. 

Representative Tom Brown of 
Harrison County said that if the 
Legislature appropriated $350,000 
for repairing all the buildings, as 
recommended by Gov. Forrest C. 
Donnell, it should consider wheth- 
er to turn the mon.y over “to the 
game people that made these mis- 
takes” or designate in the appro- 
priation measure how the money 
should be used. 

Visible Deterioration. 

On its inspection tour, the com- 
mittee, headed by Representative 
Ralph Erdwin of Johnson County, 
observed that large patches of 
plaster had fallen away from out- 
side walls, saw rusted metal 
frames around windows, faulty 
steam heating pipes inclosed in 
plaster which had been torn away 
to make repairs and $40,000 worth 
of hydro-therapy equipment lying 
idle. Dr. Hoctor said this equip- 
ment could not be used -because of 
poor planning of rooms for the 
hydro-therapy department. 

“If there’s a good rain we have 
to move patients’ beds away from 
the walls,” commented the Super- 
intendent, “and in some rooms the 
wind blows in from around the 
windows so that it’s hard to keep 
the rooms warm in winter.” 

Jones said engineers who in- 
spected the buildings recently for 
Gov. Donnell estimated it would 
take $17,000 to repair the clinic 
building and $15,000 for repair of 
the hospital building. 

Committee Member J. B. Heri- 
ford of Ozark County, staring at 
the exposed steam pipes and the 
plasterless wall patches, remarked 
caustically: “They should have 
used more tar and less white- 
wash.” 

The new eleemosynary buildings 
were erected in a 17-million-dollar 
State and Federal financed, pro- 
gram of rehabilitation. Cost of 
the new buildings here was about 
$1,700,000. The committee will re- 
port to the House by March 25. 


COUNTY WATER CO. OWNER 
SEEKS INDEPENDENCE WORKS 


JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 26.— 
The Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission was asked today to grant 
authority to Charles S. Mott of 
Flint, Mich., who now owns the 
St. Louis County Water Co., to ac- 
quire all of the securities and prop- 
erty of the Independence Water 
Works Co. of Independence, Mo. 

The application seeks authori- 
gation for Stifel, Nicholas & Co., 
St. Louis brokerage firm, to buy all 
of the outstanding common stock 
of the Independence Water Works 
Co. from its parent holding cor- 
poration, the American Utilities 
Service Corporation of. Chicago, 
and in turn to sell the securities 
to Mott. 

Under the proposal, Stifel, Nich- 
Olas & Co. would pay $600,000 in 
cash for 6075 shares of common 
stock and in addition would pay 
off the $319,000 of outstanding 4% 
per cent bonds of the Independence 
company. Mott has advanced $200,- 
@00 in cash, it was said.

BUDGET BUREAU 
ACTS TO CURB U.S. 
QUESTIONNAIRES 


Federal Agencies. Re- 

" quired to Show Need 
for Reports, Are Urged 
to Use Short Forms. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 <AP).— 
The Budget Bureau took steps 
yesterday to curb Government 
questionnaires by issuing regula- 
tions to control requests by fed- 
eral agencies for information from 
the public. Budget Director Har- 
old D. Smith said that, except in 
special cases, the public need not 
respond to any request for infor- 
mation “unless such request indi- 
cates that it has been approved by 
the Budget Bureau.” Approval 
will be evidenced by a Budget Bu- 
reau number or designation on the 
information form. 

Not all federal agencies are af- 
fected, nor are all the forms used 
by the other agencies subject to 
the new rules, Smith said. He 
cited tax returns and other forms 
used by the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue as among those exempted. 

No form going to fewer than 10 
respondents is required to have a 
number and in some cases ap- 
proved forms may be exempted 
they were printed in large quan- 
tities prior to the establishment 
of the numbering system. : 

Smith mentioned as “of particu- 
lar benefit to small business en- 
terprises,” a requirement in the 
new regulations for particular jus- 
tification of reports intended to 
be used for an entire class of 
business. 

“Federal agencies are required 
to: explain why it would not be 
satisfactory-and feasible to use a 
short form for smaller concerns 
or to conduct sample investiga- 
tions,” he said, 

Another provision expected to 
reduce the burden on the pubic, 
he said, requires each federal 
agency to consider “whether the 
proposed plan or report exceeds 
the limits of reasonable need or 
practical necessity either with re- 
spect to number of respondents, 
frequency of collection, number 
and difficulty of items or other- 
wise.” 


SENATE GROUP APPROVES 
POSTWAR PLANS COMMITTEE 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (AP)— 
The Senate Finance Committee 
unanimously approved today a res- 
olution by Chairman George 
(Dem.), Georgia, to establish a 
special Senate committee to inves- 
tigate and recommend postwar 
economic policies and planning. 

George told reporters he was in- 
structed by the committee to con- 
fer with Vice-President Wallace, 
Democratic Leader Barkley of 
Kentucky and Minority Leader 
McNary of Oregon as to the per- 
sonnel of the committee, which 
would be composed of six Demo- 
crats and four Republicans. 

The proposal to establish the 
group was regarded in some quar- 
ters as a move to retain in Con- 
gress the responsibility for post- 
war economic decisions. Vice-Pres- 
ident WaHace has been the leading 
exponent among executive officials 
of planning now for world condi- 
tions after the war.

Kmetz took over the presidency 
of District 5}0—the miscellaneous 
unit of Lewis’ United Mine Work- 
ers—after Lewis was said to have 
ordered a shakeup that would pro- 
duce organization results. Lewis 
accepted the resignation of Ora E. 
Gasaway, his one-time bodyguard 
from Indiana, who gave ill health 
as his reason for quitting. 

Kmetz, a broad and towering 
man in his forties, is the interna- 
tional board member for District 1.

“That is right,” Stettinius re-

“Assuming,” he continued, “that 
we are sending 5 per cent of the 
bacon consumed by the civilian 
population, it is not physically 
possible to distribute that 5 per 
cent of the bacon differently from 
the 95 per cent they obtain or 
produce from other sources. 
The Ministry of Foods transfers it 
to their chain stores, and , they sell 
it for cash.” 


Stettinius said the cash thus re- 
ceived “goes into the exchequer, 
and it goes toward the production 
of a supply to carry on the war. It 
might be used for payment of 
troops. It might be used for the 
building of a battleship; it might 
be used for the repair of a cruiser; 
it might be used to buy the pota- 
toes or the wheat or the under- 
clothing, or these other items that 
the British give to our troops 
free.” 


The House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee’s formal report on contin- 
uance of the Lend-Lease Act is ex- 
pected to recommend strongly that 
all possible help be sent to China. 
This was said to be an alterna- 
tive to a proposed amendment 
which would have earmarked a 
definite percentage of lend-lease 
supplies for China. The bill to con- 
tinue the Lend-Lease Act for an- 
other year already has been ap- 
proved unanimously by the com- 
mittee.

President’s Move Dis- 
closed With Organiza- 
tion of 40 ‘Freshmen’ 
House Democrats. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (AP).— 
New members of Congress, who 
took their seats last month, have 
been invited by President Roose- 
velt to a get-acquainted meeting 
at the White House. 

News of the unusual invitation 
came simultaneously with the or- 
ganization today of about 40 
“freshmen” Democrats who are 
banding together to “make a con- 
tribution to the thinking of the 


administration.” 

The group of House Democrats, 
while disclaiming any intention 
of forming a bloc to promote any 
particular legislation, said they were 
determined to obtain some recogni- 
tion in formulation of Democratic 
House policies. 

Roosevelt's letter, as received by 
one new legislator, said: 

“In days like these it is very 
difficult for me to arrange to see 
all of the new Senators and Con- 
gressmen. At the last session ‘it 
took a long time before I had a 
chance to meet the new members 
—and some of them, I fear, I did 
not have the opportunity to meet 
at all. 

“Therefore, I am asking all of 
the new members of the Senate 
and the House to come to . the 
White House on Wednesday eve- 
ning, March 10, very informally 
(business suits) at 8:30 p. m. so 
that we can have an opportunity 
to see-and talk to each other. 

“I hope much that you will be 
able to come at that time.” 

If Roosevelt’s invitations go out 
to all of the 11 new members of the 
Senate and 109 freshmen Represent- 
atives, they will attract the larg- 
est congressional attendance since 
the annual White House receptions 
were suspended at the outbreak of 
war. 

Formation of the House group 
posed a new problem for the House 
Democratic leadership, already 
harassed by an inability to get its 
slim working majority to show up 
for some important roll calls. 

Publicly the newcomers made no 
threats, but privately some of the 
group said there was such a thing 
as resorting to “absenteeism” on 
administration roll calls if the lead- 
ership showed an inclination to ig- 
nore them. With a majority. of 
only 13, any organized “absentee- 
ism” by Democrats would give the 
Republicans voting control of- the 
House, as the Democratic leader- 
ship found out recently when 20 
of their votes failed to answer and 
Republicans wrote legislation bar- 
ring the use of free mail to Gov- 
ernment agencies. | 

Representatives Newsome of Ala- 
bama and Harless of Arizona, lead- 
ers of the movement, issued a state- 
ment, which they said “generally 
reflects the feeling” toward the 
club and in which they made these 
declarations:

It was not destroyed, by 
any means, but it stands to rea- 
son that it was temporarily dis- 
organized by its losses and the 
rapidity of the German penetra- 
tion. It is not known how quickly 
it can be revamped or what other 
American forces have been, or are 
being, brought up to reinforce it, 
and what the state of our equip- 
ment can be expected to be after 
another month. 

This force, in co-operation with 
the British, is not only going to 
have to prepare itself for the 
earliest possible offensive action 
—if possible—but will also have 
to hold a long line against the 
enemy until the time comes to 
smash them. 

There is also a long and tricky 
line between the main British 
positions in: the north and _ the 
main American positions in the 
south, which must be watched con- 
stantly. Obviously, we are going 
to have our hands full in holding 
what we have and will really be 
put to it to take the offensive. 

It now seems clear that we were 
pulled out of a mess early in the 
game because we had a large force 
of medium bombers and fighters 
available and that we threw them 
in without restraint. 

Once the disadvantage of lack 
of sufficient airdromes has been 
overcome it is reasonable to ex- 
pect that the American Army Air 
Forces and the Royal Air Force 
will be able to improve their ad- 
vantages. 

People here are stil drawing 
deep breathes of relief after the 
checking of Rommel’s advance. It 
is no secret any longer that the posi- 
tion of our forces was at the 
danger point when Gen. Sir Harold 
Alexander instilled a “join the at- 
tack” rather than the “retreat” 
spirit into his men and that he 
deserves a great deal of credit for 


‘saving the situation. 


Smashing the German Home Front

ILL bombing crack Ger- 

many’s home front during 

1943? The attempt is being 
made. For the first time during 
the war, air power is being used, 
mot in the tentative, limited, ex- 
perimental way of 1940, 1941 and 
1942, but with hammer-blows of 
great effectiveness. 


The blows are being delivered by 
Britain's Royal Air Force, which 
uses a technique developed for 
this particular job—a _ technique 
evolved in the hard school of war 
—with aircraft to fit the  tech- 
nique. The R. A. F has clung to 
its purpose with grim persistence, 
and is being rewarded by a 1943 
success all the sweeter because it 
took so long to attain. 


For years before the war it 
seemed certain that bombing would 
play a major role when the “next 
war” came. As a matter of fact, 
Gread of bombing caused most 
powers to develop pretty good de- 
fenses against the more obvious 
bombing attacks, especially against 
daytime bombing, so that when 
war did come, bombing proved a 
good deal of a disappointment. The 
percentage of bombers shot down 
was unbearably high. Small scale 
bombing proved ineffectual. Even 
large-ecale bombing failed to ac- 
complish ite purpose unless fol- 
lowed up by persistent repeat at- 
tacks. 


What Britain Learned. 


HE Germans were the first to 

try the use of air power in the 
air blitz delivered against the 
British Isles during the late sum- 
mer and autumn of 1940. In the 
hght of present knowledge, it is 
customary now to disparage the 


1940 air blitz as “inadequate” and | Continued on Page 4, Column 5 


to criticise the Germans for end- 
ing it “too soon.” 


But by prewar concepts, the 1940 
German air attack was on a scale 
that most air power advocates 
would have sworn must bring vic- 
tory. And though it petered out 
before it had accomplished its pur- 
pose, the Germans carried it on un- 
til their bomber force had been 
bled white—they have never recov- 
ered from the losses paid as the 
price of the unsuccessful blitz on 
Britain. 


The 1940 blitz was the first 
great experiment in the use of pure 
air power. It was a practical dem- 
onstration that air power, if it 
were to be effective, must be used 
on a scale so much bigger than 
anyone had envisioned up to that 
time, that only the greatest and 
richest productive powers could af- 
ford it. As for Germany, the Nazi 
Reich apparently decided that the 
game wasn’t worth the candle— 
“air-minded” Germany has doné no 
pure air power attacking’ since 
then. 


And Germany had presented 
Britain with information available 
to no other nation. As a result 
of the blitz, the British knew more 
about the actual effects of bombing 
than any other power. The Brit- 
ish were able to chart each Ger- 
man air raid, to estimate quite 
accurately the number of aircraft 
used, the number of 
dropped, the size of bombs em- 
ployed, and the actual damage 
caused by each bomb. 

The German raids on Britain had 
failed. But they taught the Brit- 
ish, very realistically, how to es- 
timate the size of raids that would 
not fail—and the frequency of

N the relations between the new 
| Congress and the old adminis- 

tration, much will depend upon 
whether there is a_ sufficiently 
large body of independént citizens 
who are able to make them work 
together. Congress and the ad- 
ministration cannot act separately. 
They will merely quarrel disas- 
troysly if they do. 

The dissatisfaction with the ad- 
ministration shown in the election 
will grow more acute because the 
causes of dissatisfaction have not 
been removed. But Congress will 
not become more popular because 
the administration is more unpop- 
ular. On the contrary, the failure 
of Congress to remedy the causes 
of dissatisfaction will merely make 
Congress unpopular as well. Thus 
we shall not deal with our prob- 
lems, and the whole government 
and all public men will find them- 
selves disliked. That will not be 
a healthful atmosphere in which 
to wage war, make peace and to 


demobilize. 
| 


Each Has Grievance. | 
HE legitimate grievance which | 
Congress expresses is that the 

administration has used its vast 

powers sometimes excessively, 
often confusedly, often wastefully, 
and not always impartially. But 
the executive branch of the gov- 
ernment also has a_e grievance 
against Congress, and it is a griev- 
ance which almost every adminis- 
tration has had against almost 
every Congress. It is that Con- 
gress uses its power to obstruct 
necessary measures, to further the 
interests of pressure groups, to 
harass hard-working officials. 
Both grievances are real. The 


war superimposed upon the New 
Deal has unquestionably inflated | 
the bureaucracy and brought in its | 
train a mass of executive orders 
and directives which are often con- 
flicting, ill-conceived, and of very 
doubtful legality. 

But the vices which Congressmen 
declaim against are also the vices 
of Congress itself. Congress throws 
stones and lives in a giass house. 
The Congressional method of con- 
ducting its investigations is often 
in the highest degree unjust. The 
committee system is archaic, inef- 
ficient and scandalously wasteful. 


Marshall’s Experience. 

HUS, for example, a few days 

after Gen. Marshall had labor- 
iously explained to one committee 
why the Army wants the Army it 
has decided it needs, another com- 
mittee, concerned with agriculture, 
said it wished to hear Gen, Mar- 
shall explain why the Army must 
be as large as he says it must be. 
Now, wasting the time of the chief 
of staff is more wasteful than 
having too many clerks in a gov- 
ernment bureau. Gen. Marshall's 
time is worth more than,money: if. 
he has to spend his time telling 
the same story to a series of Con- 
gressional committees, he has just 
that much less time to direct the 
Army. 

Moreover, the committee system, 
which is based’ on seniority, throws 
up committees which are wholly 
unrepresentative. Let anyone ex- 
amine the personnel of the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations, 
and ask himself if that committee 
is, taking it as a whole, entitled on 
its record to the confidence of the 
nation. Yet only’ death and re- 
tirement over a long period of 
years can under the existing usages 
of the Senate alter that committee. 

Naturally, independent citizens 
are not going to be greatly im- 
pressed with the idea that so in- 


curing the inefficiency of the ad- 
ministration. 


Fault of Both. 

HUS there is no more to be 

gained by pretending that Con- 
gress as such is able to set things 
right than by siding with the ad- 
ministration and complaining about 
the irresponsibility of Congress. 
Each has made the other what it 
is today. 

It was the paralysis of govern- 
ment through congressional ob- 
struction in the last two years of 
the Hoover administration which 
caused the nation to demand the 
strong § Presidential leadership 
which Mr. Roosevelt gave it. Then 
because the Presidential power was. 
exercised without continual refer- 
ence to Congress, which was the 
source of the power, there have 
been abuses which provoke the 
present reaction. 

The pendulum had to swing 
back. But if it is not to swing 
wildly, there must be a strong, ju- 
dicious, independent sentiment in 
the country to preserve the balance. 
The body of independent. citizens 
will have to insist that the de- 
partments and agencies learn once 
again to keep Congress informed, 
to treat it with respect, to consult 
it before new policies are decided 
upon. They will have to insist that

Dr. Mookerjee for Plan. 

First meet Dr. Syama Prasad 
Mookerjee, working president of 
the Hindu Mahasabha, the military 
Hindu organization which is bit- 
terly opposed to the Moslem 
League. Dr. Mookerjee is son of 
the late Sir Ashu Mookerjee, a Jus- 
tice of the High Court of Judica- 
ture in Bengal, who was known as 
the “Bengal Tiger” because of his 
political fearlessness. The son in- 
herited these fighting characteris- 
tics and his-»battle for Indian inde- 
pendence has been stormy. Three 
times there have been attempts to 
assassinate him, 

Dr. Mookerjee is held in such 
high regard generally that many 
observers advised me to talk with 
him. I had two long conferences 
with him in his home in Calcutta. 
We discussed many points but on 
the subject of the breakdown of 
British-Indian negotiations, he said 
to me: 

“My own idea is that the dead- 
lock will never be broken unless 
the initiative is taken by Britain. 
The power now rests in the British 
Parliament, and obviaqusly this 
power must be transferred before 
any beginning can be made. The 
Viceroy should call together all the 
different political organizations and 
say to them: 


“*We are transferring the power

Predicts Agreement.

If there is any 
party which does not agree and 
refuses to accept these conditions, 
then let that party stand outside, 
and the parties in power will settle 
with the rebel themselves.” 

This was such strong mustard 
that here I interrupted to ask Dr. 
Mookerjee whether he meant that 
the British Government was to use 
“strong-arm methods” and force a 
settlement along these lines. He 
nodded emphatically. 


“Yes,” he replied, “let the power 
go to the parties which agree to 
the conditions which I have named, 
and let those who won't co-operate 
stand outside.

“After getting orders to move out 
as a unit, we destroyed all our 
equipment and vehicles and pulled 
out about 9:30. 


“We walked 10 hours that night, 
and the next morning as we were 
nearing a mountain, we ran into a 
German troop convoy. We were 
worn out from those two days and 
nights of constant fighting and 
there was only one machine gun 
among the lot of us. We were 
traveling light. 

“We put up the best fight we 
could with hand arms in a running 
battle, but they had light artillery 
as well as a bunch of machine 
guns. When they attacked us from 
the rear with Mark IV tanks, all 
we could do was scatter and make 
a break for it.

WHAT’S WRONG IN PUERTO RICO? 

The warning that Puerto Rico is on the verge of 
starvation, that the island is becoming a veritable 
“internment camp where the plague will carry off 
the population”—issued by Senator Bone of Wash- 
ington, who is in San Juan with an investigating 
committee—is the real story behind last week’s de- 
mand by the Puerto Rican Legislature for home rule. 

It would be a serious mistake to interpret this de- 
mand for the right to elect a Governor on the island, 
instead of having one sent down from Washington, 
as a vote of non-confidence in Gov. Tugwell, who has 
long advocated this reform. The Puerto Rican prob- 
lem is not merely one of political organization. As 
a matter of fact, home rule is desired primarily as 
a step toward the correction of more fundamental 
matters. 

What is wrong is that the economic situation of 
the people of the island. bad enough in peacetime, 
has been seriously worsened by the war. 

Even before the war, the wealth of the average 
Puerto Rican family was about $200. Its annual 
income was less than that, although the University 
of Puerto Rico showed that at least $450 is needed 
for half-way decent living. No wonder the island’s 
Minimum Wage Commission found that the life ex- 
pectancy was 15 years less than in the United States. 

Yet these poverty-ridden people were—and are— 
dependent on expensive imports for much of their 
food and clothing. This because the bountiful land 
is mostly in large sugar holdings—despite an act of 
Congress, approved in 1900, which forbids corpora- 
tions to hold more than 500 acres. The people live 
on the land by sufferance—like medieval serfs. 

The outbreak of the war did not bring a boom in 
Puerto Rico. Instead, it deprived the island of about 
two-thirds of the shipping:on which it had counted. 
But it did bring the determination to work a change 
The Popular Democratic party drew up a series of 
remedial bills to put teeth in the 500-acre law, for 
a social security system, for rural electrification. 
for collective bargaining, minimum wages, etc. A 
stiff income tax was called for to finance the program. 

All of the party’s candidates took a public oath 
to support these measures. They succeeded in show- 
ing the people the viciousness of their old habit of 
selling their votes. And so, in 1940, they were 
successful at the polls and the reforms were adopted. 

In spite of minority pressure, Guy Swope, who 
was then Governor, signed the legislation. Shortly 
thereafter, he was succeeded by Tugwell, and he, too, 
has refused to nullify the mandate of the Puerto 
Rican people. On the contrary, he has tried to help 
the islanders to bring themselves up to a self-re- 
specting level. 

That, in brief, is what’s wrong in Puerto Rico. 
If we can’t deal fairly and humanely with Puerto 
Rico in our own front yard, we can hardly regard 


ourselves as having been chosen from on. high to!

breadth of the world. ; 
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LONG STEP AHEAD FOR TEACHERS’ PENSIONS. 

The vote of 102 to 20 in the Missouri House for 
the St. Joseph teachers’ pension bill is news that 
should be applauded as vigorously in St. Louis as in 
the city which it directly affects. This means that 
the opposition of the House to enabling legislation 
for teachers’ pensions has at last been overcome. 

Such opposition has been based on a misconception 
of rural legislators that the 1936 constitutional 
amendment looked to the use of State funds for 
teachers’ pensions. The proposals which St. Louis, 
Kansas City and St. Joseph have sought to enact 
session after session attempted merely to authorize 
systems whose funds would be provided by contribu- 
tions of school employes from their salaries and 
school Board payments. 

That is the kind of bill which St. Louis’ 19 Rep- 
resentatives are jointly sponsoring at Jefferson City 
now. May it have the same support in the House 
and may both of them come through the Senate

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BOODLE HEAVEN. 

New Jersey’s Gov. Edison, in his campaign against 
Boss Hague, has disclosed that the janitor of the 
Hudson County (Jersey City) Courthouse has a 
$4000-a-year secretary. That’s enough to make many 
a man wonder whether he, too, would not make a 
good courthouse janitor. There’s money in such a 
career. 

But if a man’s talents do not run toward sweep- 

ing, Hague’s bailiwick provides other opportunities. 
For example, it encourages the arts. There are no 
less than four organists on the jail payroll. Appar- 
ently, the Boss believes that Hudson County should 
be not only a heaven of milk and honey, but also 
a happy realm of the cultured spirit. 
In all seriousness, these things show how far 
spoilsmen can go. And Gov. Edison’s long fight 
shows how hard it is to dislodge them once they are 
entrenched. The obvious cure for such callously 
irresponsible squandering of the people’s money, of 
course, is a real merit system. And an honest civil 
service is even more valuable as a preventive than 
as a cure. 

Things are not as bad in Missouri as they are 


in New Jersey, but the same opportunities are here 
for the spoilsmen. Perhaps it is only a lack of 
imagination on the part of our patronage politicians 
that has saved us from $4000-a-year secretaries for 
courthouse janitors. 

If so, we ought to count ourselves lucky and see 
to it that the merit system bill now pending in the 
Legislature is promptly enacted.’ If we don’t, it 
probably will be only a matter of time before some 
plunderer rises to the full possibilities for boodle 
which exist for lack of an efficient and economical 
personnel policy. 


WE WIN A BATTLE. 
We can uncross our fingers about the latest fight- 


ing on the Tunisian front. We have won the battle. 


It may not have been quite as sweeping as the} 


German break-through, but it is definitely a victory. 

Just as Nazi Gen. Rommel used the classic strategy 
of his thrust into France, the strategy of striking 
the foe at his weakest point, so did Gen. Alexander, 
Eisenhower’s commanding deputy, employ the strat- 
egy which the Germans have always feared most 
of all, simultaneous blows on two fronts. He com- 
bined a three-pronged attack in the North with an 
advance by armored units of Gen. Montgomery's 
Eighth Army in the South. That, in all probability, 
will continue to be the pattern for driving the Ger- 
mans out of Africa as a preliminary to the invasion 
of Europe. 

A heavy concentration of air power was a major 
factor in our victory in what may come to be 
known as the Battle of Kasserine Pass. American 
and British planes not only ‘inflicted heavy damage 
on Rommel’s fighting forces, but also spread havoc 
far behind the lines. That we should have been 
able to reassert our air swperiority so soon after 
our recent reverses is significant. It is a promise 
that even the most brilliant stroke still within Rom- 
mel’s means ig doomed to be blunted against our 
reservoirs of strength. 

While Secretary Stimson found it necessary to 
confirm reports of heavy material losses in the 
earlier fighting, he was able to say that these have 
already been made good in large measure. And— 
what is much more important—he was able to pay 
eloquent tribute to the fighting spirit of the Amer- 
ican troops. 

“They were not broken by the German advance, 
but came back with a vigor the Germans were un- 
able to withstand,” he said. “Gen. Eisenhower re- 
ports that all complacency has been dropped. They 
are thoroughly mad and ready to fight.” 

That is the American way in war. We can take 
it. We can come back for more. And we can dish 
it out. 
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TOJO’S TURN TO GRIN. 
There hasn’t been much in the news of late to 


bring out the Japs’ characteristic grin, but there's’ 


good reason now for its return. That reason is the 
work stoppage of Boeing Aircraft employes at 
Seattle yesterday, and the threat of bigger strikes 
to come, over a matter of pay. The workers may 
have a strong case, but the intolerable fact is 
that their walkout stopped production of the Flying 
Fortresses, which have dealt such havoc to Japs and 
Nazis alike. |

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ALL-OUT FOR INFLATION! 

The farm bloc yesterday jammed through the 
Senate—by. an almost unanimous vote—a provision 
which will allow the inclusion of Government bene- 
fit payments in the calculation of parity prices. 
President Roosevelt has argued that money given 
to the farmer should not be included in his cost of 
raising a crop. But the farm bloc cast logic and 
justice to the winds long ago. It is determined to 
get higher prices by hook or by crook. 

The danger in this latest rush toward runaway 
inflation is so obvious that it can be understood 
only on the lowest political ground. Here is an 
appeal for the farmer’s vote—a vote which is always 
more important in the Senate than in the House 
with its urban delegations. 

But it is only a snare that is being held out to 
the farmer. He will not profit to any considerable 
extent through higher prices. Almost inevitably, 
they will bring higher wages, and that will mean 
higher prices for the things the farmer must buy. 
They will also mean higher taxes because of the in- 
crease in the cost of the materials of war, a cost 
in which wages are a considerable factor. 

It is a sorry thing to be forced to record that only 
the Senators from Rhode Island, Gerry and Green, 
had the courage to vote against this grab. But it 
should still be stopped, either by the House or by 
presidential veto, for the good of the country.

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BLACK-OUT TONIGHT. 
St. Louis will have its second test black-out at 10 
o’clock tonight. On the sounding of the air raid 
alarm signal, all householders are expected to turn 


out their lights, or to make sure that no illumina- 


tion is visible out of doors. Motorists are expected 
to pull to the curb and darken their lamps. Those 
who are planning to be away from home during the 
20-minute test period are expected to make doubly 
sure that they leave no lights burning. 

The last black-out was almost completely success- 
ful. Civilian Defense workers are appealing for co- 
operation so that tonight’s trial may be marked 
“100 per cent.” They should get that co-operation.

Taft's League to Enforce Peace 


The Mirror 


of 
Public Opinion 


Effort of some Republicans to repudiate Willkie’s. international 
views as contrary to tradition of party prompts editor to refer them 
to program outlined by former President before we entered last 
war; he called for a league, and economic and military sanctions. 


From a Speech by William Howard Taft, Delivered in 1916; Reprinted from the 
United States News, Independent Weekly of National Affairs, Washington. 


Many Republicans are attempting to read Wen- 
dell Willkie out of the party on the ground that 
his views on international questions are more 
like those of the Rooseveit-Wilson leadership than 
of traditional Republicanism. 

For the benefit of those who have forgotten 
the aggressive part played by conservative Re- 
publicans under the leadership of William Howard 
Taft, Elihu Root and Charles Evans Hughes, 
there are presented here some excerpts from 
an address delivered in New York in September, 


1916, by Mr. Taft. 
HE League to Enforce Peace is an as- 
t sociation organized through the activ- 
ities of three or four gentlemen who 
were first dazed with the defeat of their 
hopes by the outbreak of the war and who, 
after they recovered themselves, thought it 
was wise to bring together as many in- 
terested in the subject as they could. 


The plan contemplates an international 
agreement signed by as many powers as 
can be induced to sign it. The first pro- 
vision is for a permanent Court of Justice 
international, with jurisdiction to consider 
and decide all controversies of a justiciable 
character arising between two or more 
members of the league, the power of the 
court to be extended to passing upon ques- 
tions finally and in a binding way upon 
whether the issue presented is a justiciable 
one, and therefore within the jurisdiction 
of the court. 

The second provision is that all questions 
not of a justiciable character, leading to 
differences between two or more members 
of the league, are to be presented to a com- 
mission, before which evidence is to be in- 
troduced, arguments are to be made and 
then the commission is to recommend some- 
thing in the nature of a compromise. 


Pledged to Use Force. 


The third provision is that if any one 
member of the league, violating its pledged 
faith, shall begin hostilities against any 
other member of the league before the 
questions creating the trouble have been 
submitted either for decision by the court 
or for recommendation by the commission, 
then all the other members of the league 


agree to defend the member prematurely 


attacked against the one who begins the 
hostilities; and to use, first, economic 
means, and then military force for that 
purpose. 


The fourth plank provides that interna- 
tional congresses shall be convened with 
representatives from all members of the 
league, who shall consider the subject of 
international law, shall extend it in a legis- 
lative way and submit the changes thus 
agreed upon to the nations constituting the 
league, If there is no objection within a 
year, then the rules changing or extending 
existing international law shall be consid- 
ered as rules for the decision of the per- 
manent court. 


Now, one of the things that has been very 
gratifying to those who have been connect- 
ed with the league has been the eagerness 
with which, in very many quarters, the 
propositions have been accepted and ap- 
proved, It would seem that many had 
been waiting for the formulation of the 
proposition that physical force be added to 
the weight of moral force in order to pre- 
vent a general war, with the hope that the 


threat will be enough without actual resort 
to military or economic means, 


Another feature that I wish to emphasize 
is that while the establishment of the per- 
manent court would doubtless create an 
obligation on the part of those who en- 
tered into litigation to abide that judgment, 
the third clause only goes to the extent of 
enforcing the agreement by using economic 
and military means to compel the delay of 
any action wntil there has been a decision 
by the court or by the commission. 


It was thought that if we could stop hos- 
tilities until there had been a full hearing 
of a dispute, we might reasonably count 
on some settlement between the parties 
after they had had the time to think which 
was necessarily given by the discussion, 
the hearing and the delay. Some time we 
hope that it may come to the use of the 
Sheriff to enforce the judgment as well as 
to keep peace until the judgment is ren- 
dered, but up to this time we have not been 
ambitious to that extent. 


No Special Army Needed. 


Now I want to consider some of the ob- 
jections that have been made. The first 
objection is that membership in the league 
is impracticable for us because it would 
require a great standing army for us to 
perform our part of the obligation in the 
third clause. 


Well, I do not think that is a considered 
objection, We are now engaged in a cam- 
paign for reasonable preparedness, and the 
limits of what that preparedness should be 
are gradually being hammered out. Certain- 
ly if that which seems to be regarded as a 
reasonable military army force and naval 
force is to be maintained, then it will fur- 
nish all that we need to contribute to any 
joint force to carry out our part of the 
obligation, 


The second constitutional objection is 
that we bind ourselves to make war, and 
that as Congress alone has the power to 
declare war, we take away from Congress 
this power and agree to change the struc- 
ture of our Government. Well, the slight- 
est analysis will show the utter lack of 
foundation for any such objection. 


What Washington Meant. 


Then there is the objection to the en- 
tangling alliances against the injunction of 
Washington, which we have heretofore ob- 
served. Of course, when Washington talked, 
he had in mind that very annoying treaty 
he had made with France, which helped us 
in our Revolution, but subsequently in- 
volved us in some very uncomfortable obli- 
gations to France in her waft with Great 
Britain. He had in mind an alliance with 
one nation against another, perhaps. 


This, of course, is different from that, in 
that it is hoped that it will embrace all 
the nations of the world. Nevertheless, I 
agree that it is a departure from the prin- 
ciple, and we can only justify it on the 
ground that our situation is very different 
from what it was when Washington spoke.

Why Mencken Turned Heathen, 
And How He Kept That Faith 


“Heathen Days: 1890-1936," by H. L. Mencken. 

(Alfred A. Knopf, New York.) 

ACK in the uproarious '20s, when H. L. 

Mencken was king of controversy, the 
mildest epithet among the many huried 
at him, and duly listed in the lengthy com- 
pilation he called his “Schimpflexikon,” was 
that of “heathen.” So it was perhaps nat- 
ural that he should choose that derogatory 
adjective to entitle the third and allegedly 
final volume of his informal reminiscences, 
for it includes the period when Mencken 
ranked as the nation’s No. 1 scdffer, heretic 
and heckler. 

Though these reminiscences aren't to be 
taken seriously (they are “not sober his- 
tory but yarning,” their narrator says’, 
they nevertheless disclose how Mencken 
happened to become a heathen. The chap- 
ters of this volume overlap the period of 
the two preceding installments, and one of 
them, dated 1894, explains its author's fall 
from the paths of sanctity. It goes back 
to a painful experience at the Y. M. C. A. 
at the impressionable age of 14.

Young Henry Louis joined the Y at the 
suggestion of his father, who thought its 
gymnasium was just what the lad needed 
to correct his “scholarly stoop.” The first 
time he ran around the track, Henry fell 
down and managed to skin both shins. The 
punching bag, after a few wallops, struck 
back, and he was floored again. A venture 
on the horizontal bars brought more tum- 
bles. Another boy fell on him from a high 
trapeze, and Henry got a bloody nose. It 
hurt a-plenty, and arnica made it hurt 
more, The result of all this, Mencken tes- 
tifies, was a lifelong and ineradicable dis- 
taste for every variety of exercise and also 
for “Christian endeavor in all its forms.” 

Despite his heathen status, Mencken has 
always been on excellent terms with what 
he calls the rev, clergy, all the way from 
prison chaplains to Bishops, and speaks af- 
fectionately of these old friends in his 
memoirs. His paganism had its grandest 
field day at the celebrated evolution trial 
in Tennessee, but one evangelist Mencken 
met there refused to give him up for lost, 
and never ceased trying to convert him. 
During the dry era, when Mencken suf- 
fered intensely, there was one occasion 
when the score of a Bach mass in his pos- 
session convinced the doorman of a Penn- 
sylvania bierstube that he was not a prohi- 
bition agent and thus, so he says, saved 
him from perishing in the desert,

Mencken is at his rollicking stylistic best 
in embroidering the episodes in this vol- 
ume. Whether he is writing of the frisky 
Shetland pony he had as a boy, or of the 
gorgeous Democratic national convention 
of 1920, or of the beer and music society 
that attempted to play the first eight Bee- 
thoven symphonies in one prolonged ses- 
sion, or of orators he has known, the Sage 
of Baltimore’s reminiscences are delightful. 

Mencken says in his preface that this 
book, like the first two of the series, “is 
devoid of any purpose save to entertain. 
If it fails there, it is a flop, indeed.” Well, 
it isn’t a flop.

Weapons From Middle West to Aid 
In Fighting U-Boats, Says Admiral 


Ninth District Command- 
er Cites Development 
of Vessels in Area — 
Visits City on Inspec- 
tion Trip. 


Development of anti-submarine 
vessels and weapons in the Middle 
West will soon reduce, if not elimi- 
nate, the submarine menace in the 
Atlantic, when added to the effec- 
tive British bombardment of conti- 
nental bases, Rear Admiral John 
Downes, commandant of the Ninth 
Naval District, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter last night. 

Admiral Downes is head of the 
largest naval district in the coun- 
try, consisting of 13 states in the 
Middle West which supply more 
than 35 per cent of the Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps and Coast Guard per- 
sonnel. Yesterday he completed an 
inspection of stations in St. Louis, 
arriving from the Navy’s Diesel 
engineering school at the Univer- 
sity of Missouri, where he deliv- 
ered a commencement address 
Wednesday. 

Radar, the Navy’s secret high- 
frequency machine, is proving most 
valuable, he said, in combating 
submarine and air enemies. It de- 
tects the presense of “any foreign 
bodies in the vicinity,” he said. 

When the 64-year-old Admiral 
took over the expansion of the 
Great Lakes Naval Training Sta- 
tion two years ago, the emphasis 
in this war on aerial and subma- 
rine warfare was anticipated, he 
said, and it has been unnecessary 
to readjust the training program in 
light of naval developments. 

In two years, the training sta- 
tion has grown from a prewar quo- 
ta of 8000 men to more than 75,- 
000 enlisted men, of whom 48,000 
are trainees.

Educators Indorse Proposal 
for 250,000 College Scholar- 
ships to Be Provided by U.S. 


A campaign to induce Congress 
to appropriate 100 million dollars 
to provide 250,000 college scholar- 
ships. of $400 each was indorsed 


yesterday at a meeting in Hotel 
Jefferson at which a new depart- 
ment of higher education of the 
National Education Association 
was organized. A similar depart- 
ment was disbanded in 1927. 

Alonzo F. Myers of New York, 
chairman: of the National Commis- 
sion for Defense of Democracy 
Through Education, told the 60 
educators who attended that such 
an appropriation was necessary to 
preserve higher education during 
the war. 

Scholarships, he asserted, should 
be provided for men who are 
physically unfit for military serv- 
ice, boys under military age, 
women and disabled soldiers. 

The meeting adopted a resolu- 
tion urging Congress to provide 
such scholarships and also ap- 
pealing to the War Manpower 
Commission to give greater con- 
sideration to the needs of educa- 
tion in the war program. 

Prof. Charles A. Lee, professor 
of education at Washington Uni- 
versity, said the scholarship pro- 
posal has been indorsed by 600 
educational institutions.

Laundries Likely as War Measure 


Plan Would Reduce Nonessential Workers to 
a Minimum—Federal Agencies Would 
; Help Co-operating Firms. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (AP).— 
Help-yourself restaurants and wet- 
wash-only laundries appeared like- 
ly today to be the Government’s 
next steps in the experiments to 
simplify civilian services. 

If successful, the streamlining 
plan may move to other businesses 
close to the consumer—such as de- 
partment stores, theaters and the 
like. 

Officials of the War Manpower 
Commission and the Office of Civ- 
ilian Supply, a branch of the War- 
Production Board, said they had 
agreed in principle on the drive to 
modify restaurants and laundries, 
but had yet to work out the de- 
tails. Generally, their ideas are 
to limit laundries almost exclusive- 
ly to doing wet wash, and to put 
restaurants on as nearly a serve- 


yourself basis as possible. Excep- 
tions may be made for ironing of 
shirts at laundries, and restaurants 
may be permitted to keep a few 
waiters. 


Unsolved was the question 
whether the plan would start on a 
nationwide basis or only in labor 
shortage areas. 


These two agencies seek to 
transfer nonessential workers to 
more important work, while keep- 
ing in laundry and restaurant jobs 
the least amount of labor absolute- 
ly needed to continue their essen- 
tial operation. 

Apparently, the plan would pro- 
vide co-operating laundries and 
restaurants with help from Gov- 
ernment employment agencies and 
consideration from draft boards in 


maintaining minimum staffs. 

The plan also fits in with efforts 
of James F. Byrnes, Director of 
Economic Stabilization, to “elim- 
inate frills” in order to hold down 
the cost of living. The bread slic- 
ing bar was his first venture in 
that field.

W LB Grants Rise at Two 
Plants to Replace Re- 


voked Week-End and 
Holiday Rates. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (AP).— 
The War Labor Board laid down 
a bonus formula today for restor- 
ing the loss of regular earnings in- 
curred by thousands of workers 
when the President § abolished 
premium pay for week ends and 
holidays. 

Bonuses ranging from 5 to 13.8 
per cent were awarded employes 
of the York Safe & Lock Co., York, 
Pa,, and the New Britain Machine 
Co., New Britain, Conn. They were 
worked out by a joint committee 


of the WLB and the Department 
of Labor and compensate the 
workers for their lost premium pay, 
retroactive to Oct. 1, the date the 
Executive order became effective. 

The board found that in both 
cases “the compensation previously 
received by these employes in the 
form of premium pay for work ‘on 
Sunday constituted an integral part 
of the agreed wage for their: par- 
ticular jobs.” This was demon- 
strated by the execution of collec- 
tive bargaining agreements cover- 
ing wages at a time when so-called 
swing shifts were in effect, the 
board said, 

How System Worked. 

Swing shifts are schedules de- 
vised to permit continuous, round- 
the-clock operation and still give 
each employe a day off in each 
work week. Usually the employe 
has a different day off each week. 
Crews and _ schedules are  s0 
meshed that machines are run con- 


‘tinuously seven days a week, night 


and day. 

Prior to the Executive order, 
these workers received time and 
a half for any Saturday they 
worked, and double time for Sun- 
days and holidays. The disadvan- 
tage of that practice was to place 
a premium on certain days of the 
week and 
others. 
rupted. The Executive order did| 
not abolish premium pay for over- 
time in excess of 
ber of hours, but removed _ the 
premium for working on Saturdays 
and Sundays, as specific days o 
the week, It thereby cut the agreed 
earnings of the swing shift work- 
ers, without cutting their work- 
ing time. 

At New Britain, the company re- 
ported that the swing shift dis- 
integrated after Oct. 1 and critical 
tools were not operated on Satur- 
day and Sundays. 

Each Case Separate. 

Probably hundreds of thousands, 
of workers will be able to get their 
earnings restored under the bonus 
formula, but board officials said 
each decision will be made only 
with reference to the facts in a 
particular case. 

In general, employes who apply 
for the bonus must show the fol-| 
lowing: 

That the premium pay for Sat- 
urday and Sunday constituted an 
integral part of the agreed wage 
for the job; 

That they had been receiving it 
regularly every week for a suf- 
ficient period of time;

Britain Applies Its Theory. 


RITAIN set out, determinedly, 


to create an air force able to 
bomb Germany to death. 

The basic theory’ underlying 
modern bombing is that the attack 
force must be so large that ground 
defenses and defending aircraft 
are overwhelmed. If 10 bombers 
are sent over the target, all ten 
may be shot down. If 100 are sent 
over, 15 may be shot down. If 500 
are sent over, 25 may be. shot 
down. If a thousand are sent 
over ... somewhere the number 
shot down becomes a constant, and 
after that, if the number of bomb- 
ers is further increased, the num- 
ber shot down actually diminishes, 
because the bomb-devastation 
blasts the anti-aircraft defenses to 
extinction. 


In the same way, a large attack- 
ing force can attack many targets, 
sometimes three or four a night. 
This forces the enemy to defend 
many targets—thereby giving each 
target thinner protection. 

Last year the Royal Air Force 
worked up the size of mass raids 
to an effective intensity, using the 
1000-plane raid as a “yardstick.” 
But in 1942, mass raids were still 
“stunts.” 


This year the R. A. F. is putting 
on a demonstration of super-bomb- 
ing that is causing irreparable 
damage in West and Northwest 
Germany. 

Ironically, this may be the first 
war won by air power—and the 
last. For air power will certainly 
change architecture—the factory of 
the future must be bomb-proof. 
But Germany of 1943 is not bomb- 
proof, Only a few plants and fac- 
tories can have been moved “un- 
derground.” 

As our Air Forces join the 1943 
attack, the effect should be greater 
still,

PLANES DOWNED 


Nine Enemy Craft Posi- 
tively Destroyed, 20 
Probably—Total of 46 
Took Part in Attack. 


NEW DELHI, Feb. 26 (AP).— 
Fresh. reports on the Japanese at- 
tempt top attack American air 
bases in Assam yesterday dis- 
closed that the score of the Tenth 
United States Air Force fighters 
was 29 planes positively or prob- 
ably destroyed, a communique said 
today. 

Observers have reported that 
when the big battle ended only 
nine of the total of 46 Japanese 
aircraft were to be seen flying 
back to their bases, the communi- 
que said. 

Six Japanese bombers and three 
of their fighter escort were de- 
stroyed and 20 more enemy craft 
probably were knocked down, ac- 
cording to the revised figures. 

The new count, delayed because

CHICAGO, Feb. 26 (AP).—Cur- 
rent spring training rosters show 
that the least of the American 
League's worries this year is player 
shortage. 

Next month, 247 men—only 19 
less than last season—will report 
at spring training camps in the 
restricted wartime zones, league 
records disclosed today. The 
Browns’ squad now numbers 36, 
whereas 35 were listed in 1942, The 
Detroit Tigers have boosted their 
roster to 39, largest in the league 
at present and six more than they 
carried last year. 

The New York Yankees, whose 
departure of stars has left serious 
infield and outfield problems, have 
only 27 players on their spring 
roster, one of their smallest groups 
in history. The Boston Red Sox 
also plan to take 27 to camp, while 
the Philadelphia Athletics list only 
26, the smallest squad in the 
league. 

Although several] teams, especial- 
ly the Red Sox and Yanks, will be 
pressed to develop players to re- 
Place mainstays, the conclusion is 
that plenty of men will be avail- 
able. Observers conclude that a 
balance of talent heretofore lack- 
ing should produce a good pennant 
race. Closeness of competition is 
expected to take up the slack in 
attendance, which may result from 
loss of the fans’ favorite players. 

The Browns appear to be best 
stocked in man power, with no key- 
men missing from the team which 
vaulted into third last year. They 
have 21 married men, 20 with chil- 
dren. Although the Philadelphia 
roster is small, every player on it 
is listed as having dependents, giv- 
ing a fair outlook even to the 
downtrodden A's. 

The schedule of exhibitions shows

REAKFAST cereal isn’t the 
Bony way to use rolled oats, 

so.if your family is on strike 
against “porridge,” don’t despair of 
getting this protein-rich whole 
grain cereal into them. Try them 
with oatmeal muffins instead. Hot 
breads are always popular, and in 
households where cereal isn’t, they 
can be a valuable way of using 
whole grain cereals. To make it 
easier to serve hot muffins on busy 
mornings, try mixing and sifting 
the dry ingredients the night be- 
fore. Then the liquid ingredients 
can be mixed up in a jiffy and 
added to the flour mixture, and 
the muffins will be out of the oven 
in just about the time it takes to 
cook a hot cereal. 

Oatmeal Muffins. 

One cup quick rolled oats, one 
cup buttermilk, one cup all-purpose 
flour, one-half teaspoon salt, one 
and one-half teaspoons: baking pow- 
der, one-half teaspoon soda, two 
tablespoons sugar, one egg, beaten; 
one-fourth cup melted shortening. 


Add rolled oats to buttermilk 
and soak 30 minutes. Meanwhile, 
sift flour, measure,.and resift three 
times with salt, baking powder, 
soda and sugar, Beat egg and com- 
bine with buttermilk and oat mix- 
ture; add melted shortening and 
jour all at once into center of dry 
ingredients. Beat vigorously until 
dry ingredients are just dampened; 
then give four or five more quick 
stirs. Batter should not be smooth. 
Dip quickly into buttered muffin 
pans, filling them two-thirds full. 
Bake in a moderately hot oven 
(425 degrees) for 20 minutes, or 
until golden brown. Serve piping 
hot, with butter or margarine. 
Makes 12 medium-sized muffins.

Nobody since 
then has been able to give a very 
good answer. They are often said 
to be associated with chronic ar- 
thritis, but in many cases they oc- 
cur without any other joint 
changes except a slight stiffness of 
the ends of the fingers. They are 
painless and need no treatment.

A CONDITION .WHICH may 
lead to serious disability consists 
of nodes or lumps that appear 
under the skin, usually on the legs. 
The name of this condition is ery- 
thema induratum. The nodes often 
extend clear down to the muscle 
and cause considerable pain, not 
only when the subject is walking, 
but even at rest. The condition is 
very chronic and the nodes may 
break through the skih and ulcer- 
ate. The underlying condition ap- 
pears to be one of poor circulation, 
and treatment by the use of heat, 
massage, violet light therapy and 
measures to restore circulation, 
such as exercises of the feet and 
toes, are indicated,

Director Ernst Lubitsch Began Movie Career Playing Minor Role in German Film 


ERNST LUBITSCH AT HIS DESK. HIS BOAST IS THAT HE HAD NEVER 
MADE A PICTURE HE DIDN'T WANT TO MAKE, 


By Harold Heffernan 
HOLLYWOOD, Feb. 25. 

HE little man dry-smoking the 
T big cigar strode relentlessly 

from one end of his little office 
to the other. His head was down, 
his hands clenched behind his 
back. The hard heels of his shoes 
pounded noisily on the uncarpeted 
floor. 

The little man, Ernst Lubitsch, 
was thinking out loud about his 
30 years in the moving picture 
business. ‘February is anniversary 
month for Lubitsch and Hollywood 
is deluging him with good wishes. 
If this were peacetime, there might 
be a big party or something to 
commemorate the event, for Lu- 
bitsch is one of the best-liked, 
most-admired men behind the 
scenes. 

How did this little man become, 
and remain, one of the top crafts- 
men of his trade? What is the 
story of his life? He sketches the 
events haltingly for us as he paces 
tirelessly up and down that room, 
By choice, he has been an 


American for years. Something 
over which he had no choice, he 
points out, was his birthplace. He 
was born in Berlin, Germany, on 
Jan. 28, 1892, to Simon Lubitsch, a 
clothing merchant and his wife, 
Anna. 

“T have read stories that my 
father tried to make me follow in 
his footsteps,” said Lubitsch, look- 
ing up slyly. “Those stories are 
not true. I was not born with a 
silver spoon in my mouth, but my 
parents did have some money. 
They encouraged my theatrical am- 
bitions. They gave me the money 
to study drama.” 

* * 


That was after he finished 
school at the Sophien Gymnasium. 
He was too young to become an 
actor; also, he was not trained. So 
he took a job in a wholesale house 
as an apprentice for two years, 
studying drama on the side “under 
a fine actor-teacher, Victor 
Arnold.” 

When he was 19 he made his 
stage debut, at Max Reinhardt’s 
Theater, He was with Reinhardt 
for seven years. Meanwhile, in

1913, he made his first picture—as 
an actor. 

“In those days, actors did pic- 
tures and plays at the same time,” 
he said. “I played a clerk in that 
first picture, and soon found my- 
self playing nothing but clerks. In 
1914, I started to write and direct. 

“It might amuse you, how that 
happened. I had made a success 
as an actor of a certain type. But 
suddenly there seemed to be no 
one who was writing to fit that 
type. No one was even making 
pictures for which that type was 
needed. I got together with a 
friend who was a writer—and we 
wrote a script to fit me. Then, 
to make sure that the character 
stayed important, I directed.” 

It was as a director of drama 
that he became famous in Europe 
—with such pictures as “Gypsy 
Blood,” “Passion” (Madame Du 
Barry played by Pola Negri), “De- 
ception” (Henry VIII played by 
Emil Jannings) and “Loves of 
Pharaoh.” Incidentally, Lubitsch 
recalls, the American distributing 
rights for “Passion” were bought 
by the old First National Co. for 
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The Amazing Worker

friends with the amount of 
work he got done. The fellow was 
a writer—also a teacher in high 
school—also a bootie-buffer in a 
gremlin factory, or something 
equally significant. 


Everybody was always asking 
him how did he get so much done

He wrote and wrote, until 
his neighbor left the train and the 
paper in his seat. Not only did he 
get his work done that way—but 
he saved the price of the paper 
and the strain on his neck. In 
restaurants he wrote while waiting

for the waitress to come for his 
order, and return from the kitchen 
with his food. He wrote while 
waiting in outer offices for ap- 
pointments—and, at the dentist's 
instead of reading tired old stories, 
he wrote them. 


But it was at home he got in 
his best licks. By writing only 


‘between the time his wife would 


say: “I’m all ready now, dear, ex- 
cept for my hat”—and the actual 
time she joined him at the door— 
he managed last year to write 
three novels, each longer and 
more significant than “Gone With 
the Wind,” 14 short stories, a three- 
act play and 62 prize-winning 
jingles for radio contests.

You may wonder why I bother 
to give further publicity to such 
subversive nonsense, The answer 
is, we must know what we are up 
against in order to fight it suc- 
cessfully.

“The writer, as West, bid one no 
trump. After my partner’s forcing 
bid I responded with three no 
trump, which would have been a 
lay down. East’s four heart bid 


the red suits. My contention is that 
I had already arrived at a game 
at which we only needed nine 
tricks, and that with East’s sup- 
port it was not necessary to bid 
four hearts, unless East had a very 
good hand.”

Considering that the final con- 
tract, although not ideal, was by 
no means bad, it would appear that 
there should have been no great 
controversy over the bidding. West 
had an “upper limit” no trump un- 
der the Culbertson requirements, 
and East had the values for a 
sound opening bid in his own right, 
hence it was no more than natural 
that both partners should have 
been optimistic. The outstanding 
key cards were not placed very for- 
tunately; if they had been, the 
slam might have been fulfilled and 
no argument would have ensued. 

The only objections that can be 
made to any bid would have to ap- 
ply to East's four heart call and to 
Weat's jump to six no trump. Both 
of these calls were a shade ageres- 
sive, a fact duly and inevitably re- 
flected in the shakiness of the 
final contract. This observation, 
however, should not be construed 
as outright criticism. East natural- 
ly was loath to play the hand at no 
trump because he had a singleton 
club and had not yet revealed his 
four card major suit; and West, 
understandably enough, looked for 
at least a little more strength in 
partner’s hand. Aside from this, 
the Blackwood convention was «a 
hindrance rather than a help in 
this particular case.
